Auto Registrations 


In North Carolina 
Beyond 1925 Mark 


Greensboro, N. C., Sept. 14.— 
A healthy increase in July new 
car sales sent the total registra- 
tion for the first seven months 
of the year to within ‘striking 
distance of the total for the same 
period last year, according to 
figures announced by Coleman 
W. Roberts, seerctary of the 
North Carolina Automotive 
Trade Association. : 
Total sales for seven months 
ended July 31 are 36,399, com- 
pared with 37,450 a year ago. July 
sales were 6,111, and July, 1925, 
the figure was 5,247. In July, 1924, 
the registration was 4,913. 
Decrease in Ford sales is the 
most significant feature of the re- 
capitulation. Only 18,913 Fords 
have been sold during the seven 
months, compared with 26,006 last 
year. > : 
“While the first seven months 
show a decrease compared with 
1925, the year 1926 will disclose a 
iarger new car registration than 
1925,” said Mr. Roberts in com- 
menting on the report.

Low-cost Transportation 
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Motoring Manners 


° D° RING the active natn season in this geographically 
broad land of ours we hear frequent complaints of the 
manners and behavior of those who drive abroad in motor 
cars. Farmers in New York state last spring organized to 
repel the great invading army, which unhappily they had 
learned came not only to enjoy the country, but to strip the 
fruit trees and even, rumor has it, take home a careless 
chicken or two as the profits of a Sunday afternoon jaunt. 

Down in a Jersey seashore town recently a genial 
visiting motorist conceived the original idea of tearing up 
newspapers and strewing them along the road as he drove. 
When the newspapers ran out he added a few empty popcorn 
boxes and other souvenirs of a happy day. It happened that 
the chief of police of this town saw our friend in the pursuit 
of his strange notion of fun and gave chase. He caught the 
offender’s car and asked “How come?” The motorist 
explained that he was just having a bit of a lark, but the 
chief of police couldn’t see it in that way. He made the 
motorist retrace his tracks-and pick up personally and with 
his own hands every bit of paper and other refuse that he 
had tossed overboard. It is safe to say that that motorist’s 
sense of humor has undergone a radical revision since this 
episode. 

Motor tourists, whether they know it or not, have a 
really important part in the welding of our very much 
scattered nation. Differences of opinion develop among 
widely separated sections of our people. In recent years 
there has been a tendency on the part of majorities to force 
national legislation on large minorities, with regard to 
matters not formerly handled in this way but left to the 
settlement of local communities. This has engendered 
friction, which might conceivably have serious results. The 
best method ‘ng such causes of friction is the free 
circulation « ion. When the man from New York 

« meets the [: nis home heath he gets a chance to see 
that his fell a is not always an anti-everything that 
looks like poss:iv:e pleasure. And by the same token the 
Kansan gets a chance to see that all New Yorkers do not 
go around continually with gin bottles clutched between 
their teeth. And this meeting of diverse elements of our 
people is a useful function if it is courteous and friendly. 
But if the motorist visiting strange communities insists on 
bestrewing their roads with litter, on robbing their orchards 
and hen coops and scattering picnic refuse on their front 
lawns, the mingling of visitors and home folks becomes not 
a solvent of differences but an added cause of offense and 
friction. 

Automotive dealers of every class should take the lead 
in the campaign to restore amenity and courtesy on the 
highways. But let us hasten to add as a final word that 
it will be found that the depredations which are con- 
stantly being complained of are committed not by motor- 
ists in general, but by a small, thoughtless and irre- 
sponsible minority. 


Hobo Motorists 


N a recent article Jim Tully, the brilliant literateur, who 
spent his early manhood as a “road kid,” in other words 
a tramp, noted that the vagrant of today gives us practically 
our only supply of peripatetic labor. From the hobo army 
corgés the harvest gang of the Western states, without which 
the farmers would be hard pressed to get in their crops.
